Supreme Court upholds 
college ban In Michigan

WASHINGTON The U.S. Supreme Court on 
Tuesday further undermined the use of racial 
preferences in higher education by upholding 
a voter-approved Michigan law that bans the 
practice in state universities. 

The 6-2 vote and the four opinions issued 
by justices in the majority revealed divisions on 
the court as to the legal rationale in rejecting 
civil rights groups’ challenge to the ban. Justice 
Sonia Sotomayor, who wrote the sole dissent- 
ing opinion, read excerpts from the bench, 
calling the decision a blow to “historically 
marginalized groups, which rely on the federal 
courts to protect their constitutional rights.” 

The court emphasized it was not deciding 
the larger and divisive question of whether 


affirmative action admission policies can be 
lawful. But the decision made it clear that 
voter-approved affirmative action bans can 
withstand legal challenges. It could encourage 
other states to pass similar bans and deter chal- 
lenges to existing bans in seven other states. 

Civil rights groups had argued that the 2006 
Michigan constitutional amendment that 
passed as a ballot initiative had imposed bur- 
dens on racial minorities in violation of the U.S. 
Constitution’s guarantee of equal protection. 

Affirmative action programs, first advo- 
cated in the 1960s to combat discrimination 
against racial minorities, have faced a backlash 
from conservatives in recent decades. Court 
rulings and action by states have chipped away 
at the practice. 

In November 2012, a divided 6th U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in Cincinnati ruled 
Michigan’s ban unconstitutional, prompting 


the state to appeal to the Supreme Court. 

Michigan’s Republican attorney general. 
Bill Schuette, said in an interview that the Su- 
preme Court had provided other states with a 
“constitutional roadmap” if they wish to enact 
similar laws and had “heard the voices of voters 
who overwhelmingly voted to require equal 
treatment in admissions.” 

The other states with similar bans are Arizo- 
na, California, Florida, Nebraska, New Hamp- 
shire, Oklahoma and Washington. 

The ruling was decried by civil rights activ- 
ists and some Democrats. 

“Our nation has come a long way in seeking 
to end discrimination, but our work is far from 
complete at a time of continued under-repre- 
sentation of minorities in high education and 
many walks of life,” said Michigan Democrat- 
ic Rep. John Conyers, one of the senior black 
members of Congress. 


ARGUMENTS IN AEREO CASE 

Confronting a case that could reshape the 
TV broadcast industry, Supreme Court 
justices sounded uncertain and conflicted 
Tuesday over whether TV streaming ser- 
vice Aereo is violating copyright laws by 
enabling subscribers to record programs 
captured over the air and view them later 
on the Internet. 

The court’s ruling, due by June, could 
either shut down Aereo or clear the way 
for the growing company to continue pro- 
viding subscribers with a convenient, low- 
cost way to watch local broadcast chan- 
nels, without paying for cable or satellite 
service, or putting an antenna on the roof. 

Aereo’s service immediately grabbed 
the full attention of the TV broadcast in- 
dustry, which accused the company of ef- 
fectively stealing content and reselling it.

CT A takes vandais, 
parents to court

The CTA is hoping that a new deterrent will 
hit home with graffiti taggers who are thinking 
about leaving their mark on transit property 
The agency is taking vandalism and graffiti 
defendants— or in the case of minors, their 
parents or legal guardians— to Cook County 
Circuit Court, officials said Tuesday 
The message to vandals for several years 
now has been that they face an increasing 
likelihood of arrest for criminal defacement 
of government property as the direct result 
of thousands of surveillance cameras across 
the CTA system. 

However, that alone hasn’t proven to be 
enough of a disincentive to rub out the CTAs 
$i million-a-year graffiti problem, officials said. 

Anti-graffiti civil lawsuits against parents 
are the first of their kind filed by the CTA, 


using the Illinois Parental Responsibility Law, 
which authorizes “recovery of damages from 
parents or legal guardians” for up to $20,000 
“due to the willful injury to person or property 
by minor children.” 

The CTA is seeking to recover the cost of 
graffiti clean-up and repairs of rail equipment, 
any lost revenue caused by its equipment be- 
ing out of service, court costs and attorney 
fees, officials said. 

“Unlike in criminal court, where it is left 
up to judges to decide whether to order res- 
titution, the civil lawsuits allow us to recoup 
all the costs related to the damage,” CTA 
spokeswoman Tammy Chase said. 

She said the CTA is relying on state law 
rather than city ordinances because only at- 
torneys representing the city can file cases un- 
der the city’s administrative hearing process.

600 U.S. troops bound 
for Eastern Europe 


The United States is sending about 600 sol- 
diers to Poland and the three Baltic states for 
infantry exercises, the Pentagon said Tues- 
day, one of its highest-profile steps yet to re- 
assure NATO allies after Russia’s sei2ure of 
Crimea. 

Groups of 150 soldiers will be sent to Po- 
land, Estonia, Lithuania and Latvia in rounds 
of monthlong exercises in each country in 
what the Pentagon calls a “persistent rota- 
tional presence” that stops short of perma- 
nently basing troops.

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American Theater 
Company steps back 
into the ’60s with ‘Hair’

Sometimes, the more things change, the 
more they stay the same. Greenwich Village, 
1967: A new generation struggles with ques- 
tions about drug laws, race relations and U.S. 
involvement in war while attempting to navi- 
gate sex, love and friendships. Sound familiar? 

Chicago, 2014: American Theater Com- 
pany presents the controversial classic mu- 
sical about a group of young hippies who 
fight for civil rights and an end to the war in 
Vietnam during the most turbulent year in 
American history For this production, artis- 
tic director PJ Paparelli, who also directs the 
show, returns some material from the original 
off-Broadway version that was cut when the 
blockbuster show was restaged for Broadway 

We called cast members Zach Kenney, 28, 
Ella Raymont, 24, and Aaron Holland, 32, to 
find out more about the show— and about 
their own hair, of course. 


The characters they play 

Zach Kenney: I play Claude. He’s a young 
Polish- American, and he’s got this tribe, this 
group of friends who he gets in with in New 
York. As we start the play [he’s] just getting 
his draft notice to show up for induction. 

He’s weighing what little options he has and 
trying to take stake in what he thinks his 
decision might be. Does he go to war and 
become active in this conflict, which he has 
questions about, or does he stay home with 
this group of friends, many of whom 
are very much actively fighting 
here at home, at least politi- 
cally? 

Ella Raymont: Sheila’s a 
firecracker. [Laughs.] She’s 
the one in the tribe who 
really actively seeks to make 
a difference in anyway that 
she can, whether it be hopping 
a bus to Washington DC. to 
levitate the Pentagon or organizing 
in New York for her own friends and anti-war 
supporters. For a woman of that time, she’s 
very remarkable in that she didn’t fall into 
any of the gender-feminine norms. She was 
not born on this earth to be a housewife. She 
was not born on this earth to idly sit by and 
watch her brothers and sisters get hurt by 
this war. 


Aaron Holland: He’s really smart and he’s 
not as much of a hippie as the other char- 
acters. His purpose is to make sure that the 
black experience is represented. Even his 
name— Hud— stands for Housing and Urban 
Development. And he’s from Queens, which 
is where I was born. 


How they relate to a 
show that takes place 
so far before they 
were born 

AH: I really connect to the 
show from a military stand- 
point. My family is a very 
military family; a lot people 
in my family have been to the 
Vietnam War and the Korean War. 
And people on both sides of that— 
the family that are at home and the people 
on active duty 

ER: I grew up with all of this ’60s and ’70s 
music. My parents pretty much pumped it 
into my system; that’s all I ever listened to. 
And so it hits close to home ’cause it reminds 
me of where I came from. 

ZK: The soldier’s story is very important to

me. During this time, 25 percent of the active 
service were draftees. So you compare that 
to now, which is an all-volunteer force, and 
then, a quarter of our fighting force is people 
who may not have wanted to serve. Person- 
ally, I think it’s an honorable thing to serve, 
but we’re talking about a time when you 
didn’t have a choice unless you wanted to go 
to jail. It’s an important story to tell because 
it reminds us of a time when choices were 
different for young Americans. 

Their everyday hair vs. 
their show hair 

AH: I used to have really long dreadlocks and 
then about a year ago, I cut them off So now 
it’s just short and kind of picked out, which is 
the same way I’m going to have it in “Hair.” I 
might have a hat or something. 

ER: I have a pixie cut but they’re wigging 
me for the show It’s sort of this strawberry 
blonde Brigitte Bardot- type style. [Laughs.] 
I’m very excited about it. 

ZK: I’m a brunette but I’m playing a blond. 
I’ve got shorter hair, so I’ll be wearing a wig. 
That kind of transformation is always fun. 
And I think that’ll be a really great way to 


jump into the world of 1967, New York City, 
a pretty awesome time in the Village. What a 
great place to be! 

Their weirdest real-life hairstyle 

Aaron: In my sophomore year of college I 
dyed my hair red— like, stoplight, fire engine 
red— for about two weeks. And then a pro- 
fessor just offhandedly said, “So, you feel like 
being cast in a show ever again?” [Laughs.] 
And I was “OK, fine. I’ll dye it back.” 

Ella: To be honest, I haven’t really had too 
many strange hairstyles. And this is probably 
the first show I will be wearing a wig in since 
high school, honestly All of the shows that 
I’ve done, they’ve made accommodations for 
the hair that I had at that moment. 

Zach: When I was in college— I went to the 
Theatre School at DePaul University— we 
did a physical change project as a way to take 
on a different physical look. And so [laughs], 
I went sans hair. I shaved my head. I was 
bald! Just to see what I looked like. I was glad 
to get it back. [Laughs.]

British actress Kelly Reilly gets to explore the 
fine line between genius and madness on the 
new ABC drama “Black Box.” 

She plays Dr. Catherine Black, a renowned 
neurologist dealing with her own complicated 
mental issues. The subject matter of the se- 
ries— the title is a reference to an airplane’s 
data storage hardware— is so cerebral, Reilly 
was surprised it was a series for a network and 
not cable. 

It’s not a by-the-numbers medical show 
where the doctor fumbles around until the 
last lo minutes and then magically comes up 
with a solution.

“I was drawn to the ugly side of it as well 
as the beautiful side of it. I have no interest 
in playing a character who is one thing, as 
none of us are. And the fact that she is bipolar 
is just one thing about this character,” Reilly 


things. How does somebody navigate through 
their life with this disorder and make the 
best of it? Her brilliance really was a beautiful 
thing for me to explore.” 

The character is so complicated that Reilly 
has found herself becoming addicted to the 
role. She likes that the show doesn’t shy away 
from topics and situations that many might 
consider to be uncomfortable to confront. 
Through those confrontations, Reilly expects 
to win over the audience. 

The role is a complete change from her work 
in the new film “Heaven Is for Real,” in which 
she plays the wife of a Nebraska preacher. 

Before filming started on “Black Box,” 
which airs at 9 p.m. Thursdays, Reilly spent 
two months with neurologists, psycholo- 
gists and psychiatrists going deep into the 
bipolar world. 

“I feel very protective of making sure that 
we tell this story truthfully There’s no point 


in making it if we don’t honor it and we don’t 
ignite it with truth and with all aspects of 
truth,” Reilly said. 

No one agrees with Reilly more than “Black 
Box” executive producer Amy Holden Jones. 
Her father was a bipolar doctor. 

Jones says the 35 years she saw him living 
and working with the medical condition was 
a form of homeschooling for this series. That 


personal knowledge— coupled with mounds 
of research— is why Jones is convinced the 
series will be different than all of the other 
medical shows. 

“It’s about neurology It’s about the 
list century view of the brain. And this is a 
particular passion of mine. Any work you do 
that comes from a deep passion tends to be 
your best work,” Jones said.
